production difficulties. A former aenager of the pliant, now over 9O years old, 
was esked to rejoin the plant's staff se a conaultant. He declined because of 
his extreme age. 


The post WWII shortage of textiles is apparently still a major economic problem 
in Hungary. In the sumer of 1954 some old clothes, including some diapers that 

vere about 0 years old, were sent to Hungary, A very warn letter of thanke vas 

received ffetober 1954/7 with the remark thet the diapers vere better quelity then 
those available on the market. In fact, they were considered too good to use 

ao diapers and the receiver had dyed them to make a blouse. 
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
